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Feature  of  issue:  FOREIGN  AGRICULTURAL  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

COTTON  PRODUCTION  IN  EGYPT 

Cotton  production  in  Egypt  for  this  season  is  now  estimated  at 
1,641,920  bales  of  476  pounds  net,  of  which: 530,396  bales  are  of  the 
Sake  liar idis  variety  and  1,111,524  bales  are  of  other  varieties,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  received  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture 
at  Rome.    Production  at  this  date  last  year  was  estimated  at  1,490,000 
bales  of  478  pounds  net,  of  which  484,000  were  Sakellar idis  and  1,006,000 
bales  were  of  other  varieties. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


Hog  -prices  in  Germany  were  easier  during  the  week  ended  November  27, 
according  to  information  cabled  by  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V. 
Steere  at  Berlin.     Seasonal  larger  marketings  brought  the  Berlin  average 
quotations  for  the  week  down  to  $16.21  per  100  pounds,  but  that  figure  was 
still  above  last  year's  level.    A  slightly  stronger  tone  in  the  lard  market 
brought  the  Hamburg  average  up  to  $12.65,  a  point  well  below  last  year. 
See  table,  page  907. 

In  the  British  cured  pork  market  also,  a  better  tone  prevailed  in 
most  lines,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
E.  A.  Foley  at  London.     Liverpool  averages  for  the  week  indicate  that 
American  green  bellies  were  steady  at  $19.55,  while  American  short  cut 
green  hams  and  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  were  both  higher  at  $21.62  and  $24.77 
respectively.     Lard  was  steady  at  $12.06.     See  table,  page  907. 

At  the  London  wool  sales,  there  has  been  no  slackening ,#£  values 
of  good  quality  wools,  Mr.  Foley  reports.    On  November  29,  however,  ordinary  • 
top  making  sorts  above  50' s  were  2  cents  per  pound  clean  basis  below  the 
highest  point  reached  during  the  sales.    Withdrawals  have  been  negligible. 
France  continues  to  be  the  chief  buyer  for  60' s  and  above  while  the  United 
States  is  taking  some  sliped  long  New  Zealand  lamb's  wool  Consul  Thomson 
at  Bradford  states  that  the  wool  market  there  continues  quiet.     The  wage 
dispute  continues  but  a  general  stoppage  of  work  seems  unlikely. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 
Wheat  production  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  36  countries  totals  3,096,222,000  bushels, 
a  decrease  of  11  per  cent  from  the  production  of  3 , 472, 284,000  bushels  in  the 
same  countries  in  1923  when  they  represented  over  SS  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
world  total  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    No  estimates  have  been 
received  during  the  past  week.     Totals  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  S95» 

Foreign  growing  conditions 

Europe 


European  weather  during  the  week  ended  November  25  was  unsettled,  accord- 
ing to  cabled  advices  from.  Agricultural  Commissioner  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 
There  were  some  heavy  rains,  with  temperatures  in  some  instances  going  above 
average.     In  Soviet  Russia  the  total  area  sown  to  winter  crops  is  officially 
reported  to  be  2  to  3  per  cent  over  last  year,  instead  of  the  7  Per  cent  increase 
originally  planned,  Mr.  Steere  reports.     The  "plan"  was  not  fully  executed  in  the 
priacipal  winter  wheat  regions  of  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus.     On  the  other  hand, 
the  sowing  "plan"  was  surpassed  in  such  winter  rye  sections  as  Siberias  Ural, 
Western  and  Moscow  regions. 

Southern  Hemisphere  _  -  .. 

Moderately  warm  and  mostly  fair  weather  prevailed  in  Argentina  during 
the  week  ended.  November  25,  according  to  reports  received  by  the  United  States 
Weather  Bureau.     The  temperature  averaged  3°  above  normal  in  the  north  and  1 
above  in  the  south.     The  total  weekly  rainfall  in  the  former  section  was  .0.3 
inches  and  in  the  latter  region,  0.1  inch,  being  much  below  normal  in  each 
case.     In  Australia  moderate  to  heavy  rains  fell  in  southern  Victoria  and  light 
showers  were  reported  in  northern  Victoria,  eastern  New  South  Wales,  Queenslani 
downs,  and  South  Australia. 

Movement  to  market 


United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from  July  1 
to  November  23,  1929  were  73,843,000  bushels  against  35,918,000  bushels  during 
the  same  -period  last  year.     Exports  during  the  week  ended  November  23  were 
2,673,000  bushels  against  3,915,000  bushels  the  previous  week  and  2,454,000 
bushels  during  the  week  ended  November  24,  1928. 
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Canada 


Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  November  22, 
3  were  156,251,000  bushels,  a  decline  of  about  2, 60£, 000 'bushels  during  the 
week.     Stocks  on  November  23,  1924  were  135,505,000  bushels.     Shipments  of  wheat 
from  Port  William-Port  Arthur  during  the  week  were  g, 65^, 000  bushels  whioh 
wr.s  the  largest  weekly  shipment  during  the  present  season.     Total  shipments  from 
Port  William-Port  Arthur  from  August  1  to  November  22  were  66, 35^,000" "bushels 
against  162,304,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year.     Total  receipts 
for  the  season  were  70,130,  0C0  bushels  against  173,991,000  bushels  during  tho 
same  period  last  year. 


Russia 


Full  execution  of  the  Russian  yearly  gram  procuring  "plan"  from  the 
1929  crop  is  expected,  according  to  Lr.  Steere  at  Berlin.     It'appears,  however, 
that  the  procuring  operations  of  the  State  and  cooperative  organizations  in 
Siberia,  Middle  Volga  and  North  Caucasus  up  to  November  20  were  behind  the  "plan" 
for  that  month, 

European  market  conditions 

European  grain  markets  continued  active  during  the  week  ended  November 
27,  Mr.  Steere  reports.     Prices  held  firm  and  flour  sales  improved  during  the 
week.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  advanced  7  cents  per  bushel 
during  the  week  to  $1,67  on  November  27.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at 
Berlin  advanced  3  cents  to  $1.03  on  November  27". 

Wheat  sup  pi  ies  in  "i-ropean  ports 

Stocks  of  wheat  at  European  ports  are  not  large  in  comparison  with  the 
wheat  and  flour  requirements  of  European  countries,  but  at  some  points  stocks 
are  large  in  relation  to  the  storage  capacity.     Ordinarily  the  grain  moves  from 
the  ports  about  as  rapidly  as  it  is  received  without  much  apciinmlatiozi  and  any 
decline  in  shipments  to  these  ports  would  result  in  a  reduction  in  stocks  in  a 
very  short  time,    Broomhall's  estimate  of  the  Uni ted  Kingdom  port  stocks  of 
wheat  including  flour  on  November  lb,  was  17,^00,000  bushels  with  an  additional 
1,600,000  bushels  stored  on  boats  waiting  to  unload  at  Liverpool,  according  to 
a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Fol«y  at  London,  while  stocks  on  November 
17,  1923  were  5, 200,0^0  bushels.     Stocks  at  Liverpool  on  November  l6  were  over 
2,000,000  bushels  and  six  full  cargoes  were  stored  in  the  harfcnr  which  up  to 
that  time  was  tho  largest  amount  ever  held  at  that  port.     Stocks  increased  dur- 
ir.g  the  following  week  and  nine  steamers  with  nearly  2,000,000  bushels  were 
waiting  to  unload  in  the  ha'raor. 
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Storage  capacity  at  Liverpool  is  about  g, 000,000  bushels  but  boats  are 
being  used  for  storage  as  unloading  and  storage  charges  are  higher  than  de- 
murrage charges «.    Mr.   St e ere  at  Berlin  cabled  on  November  19  that  stocks  at 
Antwerp,  Belgium,  were  3, 700, 000  bushels  and  at  Rotterdam,  Netherlands,  were 
1, 5^0,000  bushels.     According  to  information  received  by  Mr.   Steere,  stocks  at 
Hamburg  are  not  oppressive.     Stocks  at  Malino,  Sweden,  Genoa  and  Naples,  Italy, 
and  Havre,  prance  are  moderate  in  proportion  to  the  storage  capacity  at  those 
ports.     It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  floating  supply  of  wheat  and  flour  on  pass- 
age to  Europe  during  November  has  been  below  that  during  November  192S  and  also 
below  average  for  the  years  1924-192g  (see  table  following  text).  Floating 
supply  during  the  week  ended  November  9  was  slightly  iaors  than  35,000,000  bush- 
els as  compared  with  approximately  55,000,000  bushels  during  the  same  week  in 
1928  ani  50,000,000  bushels  as  the  average  during  the  years  1924-1925.  Argentine 
and  Australian  shipments  have  declined  during  the  past  month.     It  is  generally 
considered  that  Argentina  has  forwarded  large  supplies  to  England  because  of 
lack  of  storage  space  at  home.     Imports  of  wheat  into  the  United  Kingdom  during 
the  first  fourteen  weeks  of  the  present  season  were  74,000,000  bushels  against 
1)4.000,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year.     Broomhall's  estimate  of 
arrivals  of  all  European  ports  during  this  period,  however,  were  135,000,000 
bushels  against  l6o, 000,000  bushels  last  year.

Barley 

The  1929  barley  production  as  estimated  in  35  countries  totals 
1,3^4,077,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  1.1+  per  cent  from  that  of  the  same  countries 
last  year.     The  total  for  the  24  European  c ountries  reported,  however,  is  3.3 
per  cent  above  that  of  1928.     See  barley  production  table,  page  896. 

Shipments  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Lanubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to  52,8^9,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  19*3  per  cent  from  the  shipments  during  the  same  periods 
last  year,     united  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended  November  23  were 
one  of  the  smallest  weekly  exports  during  the  past  year.     See  barley  trade  table, 
page  83s.    United  States  barley  prices  advanced  somewhat  during  that  week.  No. 
2  barloy  at  Minneapolis  increased  3  cents  to  6l  cents  per  bushel  compared  with 
a  similar  increase  to  64  cents  during  the  corresponding  week  last  year.

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  N0vember  22  stood  at  22,044,000  bushels  against  only  14,544,000  bush- 
els on  the  same  date  last  year  and  5»786,000  bushels  in  1927*    Receipts  of 
barley  at  Fort  William,  Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  to  Nnv ember  22 
amounted  t'o  11,347,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  totaled 
2,544,000  bushels. 

Oats 


The  1929  oats  production  as  reported  in  31  countries  totals  3, 340, 24l, 000 
bushsls,  a  decrease  of  7*7  Per  cent  from  the  amount  produced  by  the  same  coun- 
tries last  year.    The  total  for  the  23  European  countries  reported,  however,  is 
6.6  per  cent  above  that  of  1928.     The  first  estimate  of  tl^e  oats  production  in 
Chile  is  2,529,000  bushels,  a  figure  more  than  36  per  cent  below  that  of  last 
year,     See  oats  production  table,  page  896. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  13,033,^00 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  33»6  per  cent  from  the  exports  during  the  same  periods 
last  year.    United  States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  November  23  were  one 
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one  of  the  largest  weekly  exports  during  the  past  year.     See  table  showing 
oats  exports,  page  893. 

United  States  oats  prices  increased  somewhat  during  that  week,     ho.  3 
white  oats  at  Chicago  advanced  3  cents  to  43  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  the 
same  price  as  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  table  showing  oats 
prices,  page  899.     It  was  reported  at  the  middle  of  November  that  oats  in 
Germany  continued  very  dull.     The  movement  for  increasing  prices  was  stopped, 
and  the  prices  now  quoted  are  low  even  for  March  and  April  shipment.  Stocks 
of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  No- 
vember 22  stood  at  14,851,000  bushels  compared  with  only  10,921,000  bushels 
on  the  sa^e  date  in  1928,  and  6,600,000  bushels  in  1927.     Receipts  of  oats  at 
Fort  William,  Port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  prince  Rupert  from  August  1  to 
November  22  totaled  1,958,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period 
amounted  to  4,306,000  bushels. 

Corn 

The  1929  corn  production  as  reported  in  13  countries  totaled  5,337,006, 
000  bushels,  an  increase  of  2.4  per  cent  over  that  harvested  by  the  same 
countries  last  year.     The  production  in  the  3  European  countries  so  far  re- 
ported is  83.7  per  cent  above  that  of  1923.     The  first  estimate  of  corn  pro- 
duction in  Manchuria  is  33,423,000  bushels,  a  figure  7.4  per  cent  below  the 
harvest  of  last  year.     See  corn  pi'oduction  table,  page  397. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,   the  Danubian  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest  dates 
available  total  10,511,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  34  per  cent  from  the  ex- 
ports from  these  countries  during  the  sar-e  periods  last  year.    United  States 
corn  exports  during  the  week  ended  November  23  were  the  smallest  weekly  ex- 
ports since  the  middle  of  September,  while  Argentine,  exports  were  the  small- 
est since  late  in  March.     See  corn  export  table,  page  398. 

United  States  corn  prices  auvanced  somewhat  during  the  week  ended 
November  22.     No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  increased  7  cents  to  £3  cents  per 
bushel,  while  December  futures  increased  3  cents  to  89  cents.     During  the 
corresponding  week  last  year  both  the  cash  price  of  No.  3  yellow  and  December 
futures  averaged  86  cents.    Buenos  Aires  quotations  on  Argentine  ccm  for 
December  and  May  delivery  averaged  76  and  74  cents,  respectively,  compared 
with  98  and  32  cents  per  bushel  for  December  and  May  delivery  last  year.  See 
table  showing  corn  prices,  page   899.     Danish  reports  as  of  the  middle  of 
November  indicated  that  prices  of  both  Danubian  and  Argentine  corn  had  de- 
clined considerably  for  immediate  delivery,  and  even  more  so  for  future 
delive ry . 
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COTTON 

Oriental  cotton  situation 

Japanese  stocks  of  American  cotton  are  low  and'  arrivals  are  promptly 
absoroed,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai 
to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Eureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     This  shortage 
resulted  from  importers  delaying  their  purchases,  while  awaiting  the  lif  ting  of 
the  gold  embargo,  and  a  rise  in  the  value  of  the  yen.     Although  the  spread  be- 
tween prices  of  Indian  and  American  cotton  is  more  than  normal,   it  seems  in- 
sufficient to  offset  a  tendency  in  favor  of  Anerican  cotton.     The  spinning  in- 
dustry in  Japan  is  finding  it  more  and  more  satisfactory  to  increase  the  quan- 
tities of  American  cotton  in  place  of  Indian  cotton  in  medium  and  low  count 
yarns.    Abandonment  of  the  "night  shift  has  not  reduced  the  output  of  Japanese 
cotton  mills  as  about  500,000  new  spindles  had  been  added  in  anticipation  of 
the  change. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  Chinese  demand  for  cotton  yarn  during 
the  past  month,  yarn  prices  have  declined,  and  at  present  there  is  a  tendency 
for  yarn  stock  to  accumulate  in  Shanghai.    The  factional  troubles  are  affecting 
a  considerable  trade  region  extending  from  Hankow  to  the  north  and  west,  but  to 
date  mill  operations  have  not  been  affected.     Labor  troubles  at  Tsingtao  con- 
tinue.    Developments  indicate  that  the  cotton  crop  in  the  langtse  valley  is 
smaller  than  last  year.     Arrivals  and  supplies  are  not  excessive  but  the  market 
is  somewhat  weaker  in  sympathy  with  the  yarn  market.     Seme  speculative  sales 
of  Indian  cotton  are  reported  but  prevailing  quotations  are  higher  than  Chinese 
prices.     Chinese  and  a  few  Japanese  owned  mills  continue  to  use  American  cotton 
sparingly,  although  the  Japanese  section  of  the  industry  maintains  a  good 
aggregate  consumption  of  the  American  staple.     Purchases  to  date  have  been  low 
and  mills  have  not  bought  forward  as  many  months  as  normally. 


TOBACCO 

The  1929  tobacco  crop  of  Greece 

The  preliminary  estimate  places  the  1929  Greek  tobacco  crop  at  about 
175,000,000  pounds  from  an  area  of  278,000  acres,  according  to  a  report  of 
October  19,   1929  from  Consul  Leland  B.  Morris,  at  Athens.     The  1923  production 
is  now  officially  estimated  at  about  115,000,000  pounds  from  an  area  of  228,000 
acres,  according  to  the  Consul.    On  the  basis  of  these  figures,  there  was  an 
increase  of  22  per  cent  in  acreage  and  over  50  per  cent  in  production  of  tobacco 
in  Greece  this  season.     Weather  conditions  were  favorable  to  yields  this  year 
and  the  quality  of  the  crop  is  also  superior  to  that  of  last  year. 
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SUGAR    •- , 

The  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  estimates  the  1929-30  Euro- 
pean-beet sugar  crop,  including  Russia,  at  8,470,584  short  tons,  which  is  5.8 
per  cent  less  than  the  crop  produced  during,  the- past- season.     Excluding  Russia, 
a  decrease  of  4.0  per  cent  from  the  1928-29  crop  is  indicated.     Combining  the 
Institute  1 s  figures  with  the  1'ovember  estimate  for  production  in  the  United 
States, and  am  unofficial  estimate  for  the  Canadian  crop,  gives  a  total  'oroduc- 
tion  for  Europe  and  North  America,  for  the  current  season,  of  9,690,684-  short 
tons  as  compared  with  10, 172, 605  short  tons  produced  in  1928-29. 

The  foregoing  figures  represent  practically  the  total  world  beet  sugar 
crop,  as  Australia  is  the  only  other  country  from  which  beet  sugar  production 
estimates  are  regularly  received  and  production  in  that  country  is  only  about 
2,000  short  tons  per  annum.    According  to  the  Institute's  figures  increases  over 
the  1923-29  season  occur  in  Great  Britain,  Prance,  Italy,  Austria,  Hungary, 
Yugoslavia,  Bulgaria  and  Poland.    With  the  "exception  of  Poland  and  Hungary 
these  countries  rank  as  sugar  importing  countries.     Germany,  Czechoslovakia, 
Belgium  and  Netherlands,  four  important  exporting  countries,  all  show  decreases 
from  the  production  during  the  last  season.    A  table  on  world  production  of

THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET:    -Both  barreled  and  boxed  apple  prices  were  slight- 
ly higher  this  week  than  last  on  the  Liverpool  fruit  auction  Wednesday,  November 
27,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  P.  A.  Motz,  fruit  specialist  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Europe.    With  the  exception  of  Yorks,  which 
were  in  moderate  supply,  boxed  and  barreled  apple  supplies  were  light.  Supplies 
of  Nova  Scotian  and  Ontario  apples,  however,  were  heavy.     Demand  was  light  to 
moderate  for  American  fru.it,  partly  due  to  the  heavy  Canadian  supplies  and  part- 
ly to  the  generally  fair  condition  of  the  American  apples.    Barreled  apples  were 
still  showing  a  large  number  of  slacks.    For  the  first  time  this  year  Maine 
Baldwins  and  Ben  Davis  were  offered  in  sufficient  puantity  to  be  ouoted  or.  the 
auction. 

U.  S.  No.  1,  2-1/4  inch  Yorks  made  the  highest  prices  of  any  of  that  var- 
iety offered,  bringing  from  $5.35  to  $5.34.    This  is  considerably  below  the 
price  paid  a  year  ago  but  not  strictly  comparable  since  this  week's  fruit  was 
only  in  fair  condition.     Unclassified  Ben  Davis  brought  a  better  price  this 
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week  than  either  last  week  or  a  year  ago;  in  each  instance  the  fruit  was  not 
in  good  condition*     Extra  fancy  Jonathans  male  better  prices  this  week  than 
last  and  considerably  "better  than  a  year  ago.     The  London  apole  market  was 
fr  om  45  to  73  cents  "below  the  Liverpool  market  on  an  average  for  "barreled 
apples.    At  Glasgow  the  supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  light  and  demand  was 
active.     Washington  Winter  Nell's  pears  sold  at  from  $3.0*4-  to  $3*53  per  "box,  or 
about  25  cents  a  box  lower  than  last  week  and  about  75  cents  less  than  the  same 
week  a  year  ago.     See  Foreign  Servi'se  release  F.  S./A-26g,  November  30,  1929. 

THE  COPENHAGEN  -AND  HAMBURG  APPLE  MARKET S :     Demand  was  slow  for  Virginia 
York  Imperials  but  active  for  Washington  Jonathans  on  the  Copenhagen  auction, 
Tuesday,  November  26,  according  to  cabled  advices.     Both  varieties  were  in  only 
generally  fair  condition.     Supplies  of  Yorks  were  moderate  but  Jonathans  were 
in  light  supply.     Demand  was  about  the  same  as  last  week  for  good  quality  Amer- 
ican fruit  on  the  Hamburg  auction,  Thursday,  November  2g,  and  only  good  quality 
fruit  is  in  demand.     About  2,^000  boxes  of  northwest  apples  were  sold,  mostly 
Washington  Winesape,  Jonathans,  Rome  Beauty  and  Oregon  Spitzenbergs. 

THE  BRITISH  CITRUS  FRUIT  !  ARKET :    Prices  mid  for  Jamacian  grapefruit 
were  about  the  same  as  last  week  while  Porto  Rican  fruit  sold  at  considerably 
lower  prices  on  the  Liverpool -auction,  Wednesday,  November  27,  Mr.  Mots  reports. 
No  quotations  on  American  oranges  or  grapefruit  were  received.     The  increased 
supplies  of  Spanish  oranges  resulted  in  much  lower  prices  at  London  than  were 
paid  last  week.    More  oranges  were  shipped  during  the  month  of  October  1929 
than  for  the  same  period  of  the  last  three  ./ears,  according  to   information  com- 
piled by  the  Foreign  Service  from  official  sources.     Grapefruit  shipments  have 
increased  considerably  over  October  of  last  year  with  the  United  Kingdom  still 
the  greatest  importer,  with  Canada  in  second  place.

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^  FOREIGN  PORK  MARKET  SITUATION:    aj    Indications  are  that  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  1929-30  pork  marketing  season,  conditions  surrounding  actual  and 
prospective  foreign  demand  for  American  pork  products,  especially  in  the 
important  European  markets,  are  less  favorable  than  those  of  a  year  ago, 
according  to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.     Larger  supplies  and  lower  prices  at  this  time 
of  year  are  somev/hat  seasonal  in  Europe  as  well  as  in  the  United  States,  but 
there  is  ample  evidence  of  an  upward  "trend  in  the  European  hog  production 
cycle.     Exports  of  lard  and  cured  pork  from  the  United  States  have  been 
larger  than  last  year  in  recent  months,  but  prices  in  Europe  have  had  a 
downward  tendency,  especially  in  the  case  of  lard.     In  Great  Britain,  the 
leading  foreign  market  for  American  pork  products,  supplies  from  Denmark 
show  a  tendency  to  go  above  last  year's  figures,  with  production  in  that 
country  giving  evidence  of  having  begun  to  increase  somewhat  earlier  than 
in  other  continental  countries  supplying  the  British  market.     In  Germany, 
the  next  important  European  "buyer  of  Auerican  pork  products,  production  con- 
tinues below  last  year,  but  it  is  increasing  and  prices  are  expected  to 
weaken.    As  regards  purchasing  power  in  the  European  markets present  indi- 
cations point  to  conditions  this  season  at  least  as  good  as  in  1923-39. 

TEH  MONTHS  LIVESTOCK  MOVEMENT  III  CANADA:  Fewer  cattle  and  hogs  but 
more  sheep  were  sold  at  stockyards  in  Canada  during  the  first  10  months  of 
1929  than  in  1923.  Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves,  however,  in- 
creased one  per  cent  and  sheep  slaughter  increased  19  per  cent,  while  hog 
Killings  fell  off  9  per  cent.  There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  total  number 
of  cattle  and  calves  exported  to  the  United  States,  while  hog  exports  fell 
off  considerably. 

Cattle  and  calves:     The  number  of  cattle  sold  at  stock  yards  for  the 
first  10  months  of  1929  was  11  -per  cent  below  1923  figures,  while  the  nuuber 
of  calves  sold  increased  3  per  cent.     There  is  a  scarcity  of  better  than 
medium  quality  cattle  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  future 
will  see  a  shortage  of  beef  suitable  for  export  and  for  the  best  class  of 
trade,  states  the  October  "Livestock  and  Meat  Trade  Review".     In  both

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eastern  and  Western  Canada  most  of  the  cattle  marketed  in  October  were 
of  very  ordinary  quality  and  the  situati  n  was  not  improved  "by  the  fact 
that  the  demand  for  stbcker  steers  and  ordinary  feeders  was  not  parti- 
cularly active.     The  usual  sharp  autumn  price  "break  was  not  noticed  this 
Octooer.    Pastures  in  Ontario  were  greatly  improved  toward  the  close  of 
the  month,  a  situation  which  "brought  a"bout  a  noticeable  conservation  of 
unfinished  cattle  instead  of  forcing  them  on  the  market  as  was  the  case 
in  September* 

Butcher  steers  from  1,000  -  1,200'  pounds  average  $9.00  per  100 
pounds  at  Toronto  for  October  or  only  50  cents  below  192S  and  $1.0^ 
above  1927«    Good  stocker  cattle  at  the  same  market  brought  $7«68 
against  $9.21  a  year  ago-and  $6.51  in  October  1927 ,  while  the  average 
price  for  good  feeder  cattle  was  $7.90  against  $9. 7*+  in  1928  and  $7.21 
in  1927.     At  Winnepeg,  the  principal  Western  market,  a  few  prime  heavy 
steers  were  as  high  as  $9.50  per  100  pounds,  but  very  few  were  good 
enough  to  bring  from  $3.00  to  $9.00  and  most  of  them  sold  from  $6.00 
to  $7.50.    Most  of  the  stockers  and  feeders  were  of  a  value  to  sell 
from  $6.00  to  $6.|'5  and  some  sold  as  low  as  $5*50.     Adult  cattle 
shipments  to  the  united  States  for  the  10  months  of  1929  fell  o£f  about 
7,000  compared  with  last  year  while  calves,   on  the  other  hand,  increased 
about  1^,000. 

Hogs;     Sales  at  stock  yards  were  7  Ver  cent  under  last  year  and 
inspected  slaughter  fell  9  per  cent.     That  the  supplies  of  hogs  are  not 
equal  to  demand  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  market  is  affording  a  good 
outlet  for  increasing  imports  of  united  States  pork  and  bacon.     For  . 
the  first  9  months  of  the  year  over  5,500,000  pounds  of  bac  >n-  and  hams 
and  over  800,000  pounds  of  pork  were  imported  from  the  United  States. 
The  imports  of  the  former  were  twice  as  great  as  for  the  entire  year 
192S  while-  the  imports  of  pork  for  the  9  months  were  almost  equal  to  the 
twelve  months  of  last  year.     On  the  other  hand,  live  hog  exports  to  the 
United  States  fell  off  from  21,000  to  2,000,  bacon  fell  from  3,013,000 
pounds  to  1,973,000  pounds  and  pork  from  6,802,000  to  3,391, 000  pounds. 

Sheep  and  lambs;    There  were  heavier  sales  of  sheep  at  stock 
yards  and  also  heavier  .inspected  slaughter  for  the  first  10  months  of 
I929  than  in  1928.     Exports  of  live  sheep  also  increased.    Record  prices 
were  paid  at  the  Montreal  Lamb  Show  and  sale,  as  high  as  $3-00  per  pound, 
live  weight  states  the  Dominion  Livestock  Market  and  Meat  Trade  Review. 
Carl«ts  were  sold  as  high  as  $17.00  per  hundred  weight.    At  the  Moose 
Jaw  Show  and  Sale,  breeding  ewes  sold  at  a  top  of  $15.00,  packers  bought 
most  of  the  domestic  lambs  from  $8.50  to  $9*50  and  feeder  lambs  sold  from 
$8.50  to  $9.25.     See  tables,  pages   902  &«u903. 
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SLIGHT  DECLINE  IN  FOREIGN  SUTTER  PRICES:    Prices  were  slightly  lower  in 
European  butter  markets  and  higher  in  New  York  on  November  23  as  against  the 
preceding  week.     The  margin  in  favor  of  the  domestic  market  is  still  narrow  for 
this  t-me  of  year,  with  92  score  in  New  York  4  cents  above  Copenhagen  and  less 
than  7  cents  above  the  London  quotation  on  Hew  Zealand  butter.     The  Copenhagen 
quotation  on  November  23  represented  3^.9  cents  against  Ho.S  cents  a  year  ago. 
New  York  (92  score)  on  the  other  hand,  although  advancing,  was  still  9  cents 
under  last  year's  level  at  k]>  cents.     Shipments  afloat  from  countries    of  the 
southern  hemisphere  are  now  fully  equal  to  those  of  the  past  2  years  at  this 
season.

FOREIGN  DAIRY  CONDITIONS:    aj  In  contrast  with  the  prevailing  weakness 
in  the  domestic  butter  markets,  foreign  markets  continue  fairly  firm.  Novem- 
ber prices  to  date  have  average  only  k  cents  higher  in  New  Y0rk  than  in  Copen- 
hagen,    During  November  of  last  year,  this  margin  was  10  cents;  in  November 
1927,  S  cents;  and  in  November  1926,  15-g-  cents.     The  margin  now  prevailing, 
therefore,  is  the  narrowest  for  this  time  of  year  since  the  increase  in  the  im- 
port duty  from  3  to  12  cents  in  April  1926,     This  is  not  due  to  abnormally  high 
prices  in  the  foreign  markets  but  rather  to  depression  in  the  domestic  market. 
Withnthis  situation  as  to  prices  reflecting  the  relatively  strong  position  of 
the  foreign  markets  for  dairy  products,  our  imports  even  of  milk  and  cream  from 
Canada  have  been  reduced  and  our  exports  of  concentrated  milk  increased. 

The  maintenance  of  the  present  small  margin  between  American  and  European 
butter  prices  will  depend  in  part  upon  the  strength  of  demand  in  European  mar- 
kets.    Current  economic  developments  in  Europe  appear  to  favor  a  continuation  of 
the  relatively  good  demand  of  recent  months.    A  general  reduction  of  money  rates 
in  Europe  has  followed  the  October  break  in  the  New  Y  rk  stock  exchange  which  re- 
leased capital  for  use  in  European  industry.     This  should  prove  of  benefit  par- 
ticularly to  Sntish  industry  and  trade.     The  number  of  unemployed  in  Great 
Britain  is  less  than  at  this  time  last  year.     In  Germany  industrial  acitivity  is 
somewhat  reduced  and  unemployment  larger  than  last  year  but  no  significant  de- 
cline in  purchasing  power  is  anticipated.

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The  inde.x  for  the  month  of  October  as  shown  by  the  experts  of  44  of 
the  principal  farm  products  amounted  to  166  or  lower  than  the  index  for  any 
corresponding  month  during  the  last  six  years.     Due  to  the  decline  in  exports 
of  wheat,  wheat-- flour  and- barley,   the  index  for  grains  and  grain  products  amount 
ed  to  only  149.     This  was  less  than  half  the  index  for  October,   1928  and  with 
the  exemption  of  October,   1925,  le.ss  than  any  corresponding  month  during  the 
last  15  years. 

There  was  a  better  European  demand  fcr  American  cotton,   the  United 
Kingdom  talcing  less  than  during  the  same  month  last  year,  but  this  decrease

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A  generally  easier  credit  situation  in  Europe  was  the  outstanding  de- 
velopment during  October  and  November  in.  the  factors  affecting  the  foreign 
markets  for  American  agricultural  products,  according  to  information  avail- 
able in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  Reports 
received  from  American  agricultural  commissioners,  from  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  other  sources  indicate  that  the  reduction  in  borrowing  and  dis- 
count rates  following  the  recent  sharp  decline  in  securities  values  is  regard- 
ed as  a  factor  favoring  European  industrial  operations  and  consequently  pur- 
chasing power.     Shipments  of  gold  have  starteduto  move  from  the  United  States 
to  Europe  since  the  October  break  in  the  New  York  stock  exchange. 

A  seasonal  increase  m  unemployment,  largely  agricultural,  is  general 
throughout  Europe.     That  situation,  however,  appears  to  be  bettc-r  on  the  whole 
than  a  year  ago,  and  general  purchasing  power  gives  promise  of  being  higher 
during  the  winter  of  1929-30  than  in  the  unusually  severe  season  of  1928-29. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  unemployment  insurance  laws  in  force  in  most  European 
countries,  a  large  percentage  of  unemployed  workers  receive  compensations,  which 
in  Germany,  runs  from  35  to  65  per  cent  of  the  wage  rate,  according  to  the 
number  of  dependents.    In  Great  Britain  and  the  western  and  northern  continental 
countries,  unemployment  figures  total  le?s  than  last  year.     In  Germany  and 
central  Europe  unemployment  is  higher  than  at  the  same  time  a  year  ago.  In 
Germany,  however,  there  are  reliable  estimates  indicating  that  actual  wage 
incomes  are  running  higher  than  those  of  last  year. 

Current  industrial  activity  and  output  appears  to  be  retaining  in 
general  the  lead  established  over  last  year  in  Great  Britain  and  the  western 
and  northern  continental  countries.     Heavy  industry  in  Great  Britain  continues 
well  occupied,  and  the  textile  situation  seems  somewhat  improved.    A  generally 
favorable  rate  of  activity  prevails  in  Prance,  Belgium,  Netherlands  and  the 
Scandinavian  countries,  while  there  are  some  signs  of  improvement  in  Italy,  In 
Germany  and  Central  Europe,  there  are  indications  of  a  continuation  of  the ^ re- 
cession in  production  and  trade  noted  in  recent  months.    The  volume  of  business, 
however,  is" still  relatively  large.     In  Germany  the  output  of  production  goods 
lines  and  coal  remains  high  despite  some  reduction  in  iron  and  steel.  Building 
is  less  active  than  last  year.     Conditions  in  consumption  goods  lines  are  ir- 
regular. -   Some  dow^d. movement'  in'  industrial  output  is  noted  for  Czechoslovakia, 
Austria  and  Poland,  particularly  the  latter  country. 

Bread  grains 

May  wheat  futures  at  Liverpool  showed  a  tendency  to ^strengthen  during 
the  last  half  of  November  but  the  recent  rates,  at  around  *1.44  Por  bushel 
were  about  lo cents ^xid«c  a  ye  ar  ago.     Continental  Thread  grain  prices  have  oeen 
moving  closer  to  a  basis  of  import  parity  in  recent  weeks,  according  to  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  Stoere  at  Berlin.    The  domestic  grain  crops  have 
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"been  moving  into  consumpti-on  rapidly.    Most  of  the  Danubi'an  "export  surplus 
has  teen  disposed  of,  and  prices  there  have  "been  firmer.     German  farm  stocks 
as  of  the  middle  of  October  were  lower  than  a  year  ago.     The  continental  , sit- 
utation  appears  to  foreshadow  to  beginning  of  greater  dependence  upon  foreign  i 
supplies.  ,  • 

In  several  countries,  however,  notably  Germany,  the  season's  relatively 
low  prices  for  bread  grains  have  resulted  in  agitation  for  official  measures, 
to  increase-  the  use  of  domestic  grain.     Germany  now  compels  the    milling  of  a 
certain  percentage  of  domestic  wheat  and  the  large  rye  crop  has  given  rise  to 
proposals'  for  compulsory  mixing  of  those  grams  in  milling.     Similar  condi- 
tions in  Poland  have  led  to  the  application  of  an  export  bounty  on  rye. 
Among,  the  factors  which  have  tended  to  hold  down  bread  gram  prices  in  Europe 
have  been  the  heavy  arrivals  of  Argentine  wheat  and  the  consequent  large  stocks 
at  European  ports.     It  now  appears  that  Argentine  wheat  shipment s  are  slacken- 
ing and  that  stocks  of  wheat  at  European  ports  as  a  whole  are  not  large  in 
comparison  with  the  wheat  and  flour  requirements  of  European  countries. 

In  the  Oriental  wheat  markets,  the  situation  in  Japan  this  year  for 
the  marketing  of  American  wheat  is  considerably  more  favorable  than  last 
year,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  P.  0.  Nyhus  at  Shanghai.  Prices 
on  American  wheat  favor-  importations  from  this  country,  whereas  last  year 
the  price  relationship  was  decidedly  in  favor  of  imports  from  Canada.  F<)r 
the  year  beginning  October  1,  1929  the  imports,  of  wheat  into  Japan  are  ex- 
pected to  total  only  about  25,000,000  bushels  against  2g, 009, 000  bushels 
last  year.     Of  the  current  total,  however,  the  American  share  is  expected  to 
be  about  15,000,000  bushels  against  only  3,200,000  bushels  last  year,  it 
Shanghai,  flour  prices  continue  too  low  to  warrant  millers  purchasing  foreign 
wheat,  Mr.  Nyhus  reports.     Some  milling  capacity  is  being  closed  down. 
Prices  on  American  wheat,  however,  compare'  favorably  with  Canadian  quotations. 
Vice  Consul  Paschall  and  Tientsin  reports  that  market  as  being  overstocked 
with  flour. 

Feed  grains 

Developments  in  the  European  feed  grain  markets  have  been  marked  by 
further  declines  in  prices.     The  October  average  of  feed  barley  at  Leipzig 
was  about  11  per  cent  under  that  of  a  year  ago.     There  were  large  purchases 
of  Danubian  barley  by  northern  buyers,  but  they  fell  off  coincidentally  with 
the  progress  of  corn  harvesting  in  Rumania  and  Bulgaria.    An  important 
feature  of  the  feed  grain  situation  is  the  curtailment  in  demand  for  over- 
seas grain  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  European  corn  crop.    However,  the  reduced 
yields  of  pastures  and  rro adows  somewhat  favor  increased  use  of  feed  grains. 
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The  increased  production  of  pork  expected  to  show  up  early  in  1930  should 
he  a  factor  making  for  larger  feed  requirements. 

Cotton 

The  demand  for  cotton  and  cotton  textules  improved  slightly  in 
continental  Europe  early  in  November  and  the  demand  for  spot  cotton  is  better 
in  Great  Britain.    European  cotton  mill  activity  appears  on  the  whole  not  to 
have  changed  materially  although  in  western  Europe  there  is  some  tendency 
toward  increased  activity.      Some  improvement  has  occurred  in  sentiment  in 
Great  Britain  with  the  reduction  in  the  Bank  rate,  but  money  conditions  continue 
relatively  stringent.    There  has  been  some  additional  business  in  textiles  for 
India,  but  the  Chinese  market  remains  quiet,  although  stocks  of  fabrics  usually 
bought  from  England  are  said  to  be  light. 

On  the  continent  there  has  been  a  quite  general  seasonal  improvement 
in  cotton  yarns  and  fabrics  sales,  and  the  improvement  in  France,  Italy  and 
parts  of  Germany  may  have  been  more  than  seasonal.     In  those  countries  and 
also  in  Belgium  and  Netherlands,  the  better  domestic  demand  is  very  largely 
a  result  of  favorable  conditions  in  general  business,  according  to  Mr.  Steere. 
The  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  textile  industry  in  central  Europe,  con- 
versely, is  due  to  a  considerable  extent  tc  weakened  consumer  demand,  to  the 
cont inued  prevailing  scarcity  of  credit,  and  to  the  uncertainty  caused  by 
numerous  recent  textile  insolvencies,  all  of  which  are  connected  with  the 
less  satisfactory  development  if  general  business.     It  now  appears  that 
spinner  demand  is  working  toward  an  increase  in  most  parts  of  Europe.  Orders 
have  been  increasing,  continental  stocks  of  raw  cotton  are  moderate  and  stocks 
of  finished  and  semi-finished  products  are  relatively  lor;. 

In  the  Orient,  the  Japanese  stocks  of  American  cotton  are  low  and 
arrivals  are  promptly  absorbed,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Nyhus  at  Shanghai,    There  appears  to  be  a  tendency  to  px-rchase 
American  cotton  rather  than  Indian  despite  the  fact  that  the  price  on  the 
latter  staple  is  lower  than  usual  relative  to  the  American  price.    Mr.  Nyhus 
reports  that  in  China,  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  cotton 
yarn  in  recent  weeks,  and  that  at  present  there  is  a  tendency  for  yarn  stocks 
at  Shanghai  to  accumulate.     Civil  difficulties  have  caused  some  uneasiness  in 
the  Chinese  cotton  spinning  industry,  and  the  advantages  of  spinning  low 
count  yarns  from  the  relatively  cheap  native  cottons  increased  with  the  fur- 
ther depreciation  of  silver.    See  page  £74  for  additional  details  on  the 
Oriental  cotton  situation. 
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Fork 

The  European  pork  markets  are  receiving  larger  supplies  from  European 
sources  as  the  anticipated  increased  hog  production  gets  under  way.     In  Great 
Britain,  the  leading  foreign  market  for  American  cured  pork  products ,  the 
increased  Danish  -oro  duct  ion  is  "being  reflected  in  heavier  imports  and  a  tend- 
ency toward  lower  prices.     Current  rates  on  American. products  are  somewhat 
under  those  of  last  year  "but  Danish  products,  while  seasonally  lower,  are 
still  bringing  prices  better  than  last  year's,  according  to  cabled  advices 
from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    Total  British  bacon  imports 
for  the  year  ended  October  31,  1929  were  under  the  preceding -year ' s  total, 
but  there  were  larger  imports  from  the  United  States.     Stocks  of  cured  pork 
in  Great  Britain  are  seasonally  smaller  and  also  smaller  than  a  year  ago. 

On  the  continent  the  increasing  number  of  hogs  being  marketed  has 
had  a  tendency  to  lower  prices  somewhat,  but  hogs  continue  to  bring  prices 
higher  than  those  of  a  year  ago.    The  continental  demand  for  American  pork 
products  is  expected  to  continue  at  a  fairly  favorable.,  level  for  the  next 
few  months,  Mr.  St e ere  reports.  •  German  imports  of  American  cured  pork  . 
during  the  last  few  months  have  been  larger  than  the  usual  level  of  the 
past  2  years.    The  demand  is  expected  to  decline,  however,  as  hog  production 
in  Germany,  Denmark  and  Netherlands  expands  under  the  influence  of  current 
favorable  conditions.    The  European  market'  for  American  lard  continues 
weak,  with  imports  fairly  large,  and  prices  well  below  those  of  a  year  ago. 
Both  Great  Britain  and  Germany  imported  more  lard  in  the  pork  season  just 
closed  than  in  the  preceding  year.    There  are  indications,  however, -that 
lard  is  meeting  keener  competition  from  vegetable  oils  in  Europe. 

Fruit 

Prices  paid  for  American  apples  in  the  British  market  so  far  this 
season  have  been  higher  than  last  year.     The  generally  poor  condition  of 
the  barreled  apples  in  the  last  two  weeks,  however,  has  had  a  depressing 
influence  on  prices.     Considerable  competition  has  been  encountered  from 
the  larger  than  usual  supplies  of  Canadian  barreled  apples.    On  the  Con- 
tinent takings  of  American  apples  have  been  much  smaller  than  last  year 
because  of  the  relatively  large  supplies  of  continental  fruit  and  the 
higher  prices  of  American  apples.    Upon  the  whole,  continental  demand  for 
Quality  fruit  has  been  somewhat  better  than  had  been  expected.
